To THE GEORGIA ALLIANCE: I have invi- 
tations to address the people from counties 
that lio between Habersham and the seaboard, 
and as it is physically impossible for me to re- 
spond, and the election is but four days off, I 
have concluded, in lieu of speaking at two or 
three places—all that I could do—to say to you 
through the press a part of what I would say 
were I to speak. 

Though I address you by name, I am speak- 
ing to all the people of Georgia. I am not 
separating you and your interests from the in- 
terests of those not members of the alliance. 
In the great warfare you are in, you hold the 
same relation to the whole people as did our 
goldiers in the late war, to the old 
and young, the women and_ children 
who were athome. You are in awar. You 
have declared war against the.enemies of the 
whole people. You represent the rights of all. 
You contend for justice toall. It is sufficient 
for me to know, you were patriots in ’61, and 
ate the same today. It is enough for me to 
know youaro the same democrats who have 
preserved the true principles of Jeffersonian 
democracy ever since we furled our flag. I 
gay, thata knowledge of these facts should 
strike dumb the man who assails your organiza- 
‘tion as undemocratic, as unrepublican, as dark 
lantern and midnight plotters, as agents in dis- 
guise of the black republican party. 

If deliverance is not given to the peo- 
ple by you, I see no other hope. You 
are the reserve forces—the last possible levies 
for you are the great body of the people. 

THE FARMER IN POLITICS. 

it is objected that you should not enter poli- 
tics. Thatistosay, your onemy is in politics 
-—is nowhere else—and’ you must fight, but 
must not enter his territory. To make this as 
clear as light, let me say the money power is 
yourenemy; it has crushed you by financial 
methods; those methods are put into operation 
almost exclusively by federal legislation ; fed- 
eral Jegisiation is done by congress; congress is 
controlled by the money power; the people 
elect congress; elections are the only means on 
earth, short ofrevolution by arms, by which re- 
lief cun come; you are organized to give 
“But,’’ say your opponents, 


shoull not have “ 
polmivus; you are MHAsgINg a 


mistake to meddle in politics; if you do, you 
are bound to go to pieces.” 

When you hear a man say that,you need not 
hesitate to decide that he can not reason logi- 
cally, or that you are in his way in politics, or 
that he belongs to the enemy. 

Your mission is essentially political. It is 
toright our overturned finances; it is, in 
short, ‘‘to establish justice, insure domestic 
tranguility, promote the general welfare and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity. Those ends for which our fed- 
eral government was founded and which it, 
under control of the money power for thirty 
yeursshas a:most destroyed. 

‘‘~O GOOD IN NASARETH.”’ 

Seeing, as your organization did, that 
the fountain of our woes is in our finan- 
cial system, the alliance set to work to provide 
gremedy. You have not maintained thatit is 
perfect, much less a panacea. As soon as it 
was bern, it wasset upon by the press and 
politicians. Its paternity was enough for 
them to know. ‘‘Farmers! what do they 
know of finance?” 

“What is he to Hecuba, or Hecubato him?” 

“No good can come out of Nazareth.”’ It 
Was kicked from Dan to Beersheba. It was 
presented to congress, It could not find 
godfather. “Take itaway! It is unconstitu- 
tional; it is undemocratic; it is paternalism ; 
it is class legislation; it will break up exist- 
ing political parties!’’

© Senate Passes the Bill Establishing 
the Park—The Nickel Contract. 

W asuHinoton, September 26.—In the senate, 
Mr. Sherman introduced a bill (which was re- 
ferred to the committee on appropriations) ap- 
propriating $133,000 for the purchase, for the 
use of the senate, of the Maltby house, corner 
of New Jersey avenue and B street, N. W., 
With vacant lots on the north side. 

The conference report yr stor a yesterday 
on the bill to establish Rock Creek park in the 
District of Columbia was taken up, and after 
remarks by Messrs. Gorman and Gibson favor- 
ing the park, but deprecating the requirement 
that the people ofthe district shall pay half 
the cost and half the yearly expenditures; by 
Mr. Reagan, against the unnecessary extent of 
the park, 2,000 acres, whereas the great Cen- 
tral park of New York contains only 700 acres; 
and by Mr. Sherman, who expressed regret 
that the park had not established ten 
years ago, when t and could have been 
Obtained for $200,000, and who also spoke 
against the designation of army officers for the 
work of laying out the park, and against the 
requirement of the district to bear half the 
burden ; the report was agreed toand the bill 
now goes to the president for his approval.

HOW THE LONG-KEPT SECRET 


Was Made Known by the Perusal 
of Old Letters. 


AN ABANDONED MOTHER'S LIFE 


Weighs Too Heavily Upon the 
Young Man’s Mind. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., September 26.—[Spe- 
cial.|—A very sensational story has come to 
light in the last day or two. 

Victor L. Johnston, a young man nineteen 
years old, shot himse!f through the heart at 130 
Hendrix street, Brooklyn, N. ¥. Most of his

LOOKING THROUGH OLD LETTERS.

He found some letters that had never:

the boy to open the letters, and after reading 
them the young man’s heart beat quickly, and 
tears filled his eyes when he learned that he 
had a father in Fayetteville, N. C., and that 
the letters he had just opened were from his 
long-lost father, who was inquiring after the 
welfare of his son. 

SEEKING HIS FATHER. 
Soon after gaining this information, young 
Johnston taxed his old grandfather with keep- 
ing his father’s whereabouts from him, and a 
stormy scene ensued, Johnston demanded 
money to go to Fayetteville to his father, but 
it was denied him. Not dismayed in the least, 
the boy went to work. He obtained a 
situation in. a real estate office in 
Brooklyn, and when, one day, he col- 
lected , $300 belonging to his employer, 
the longing desire to go to his father overcame 
his scruples, and he left with the stolen money.

THE TRIAL OF O’BRIEN. 


The Prosecution’s Scheme to Delay the Pro- 
ceedings. 

Dur.in, September 26.—The streets of Tip- 
perary were thronged with people till a late 
hour last night, discussing the exciting events 
of the day. As little real progréss had been 
made toward a disposition of the cases against 
the arrested nationalists, and as the general 
impression created by the court’s rulihgs was 
not one complimentary to the tribunal’s sense 
of fairness, there was much speculation as to 
what the morrow would bring forth. Lead- 
ing nationalists had a prolonged consultation 
in the evening. A further attempt to bring 
Sergeant Kennedy, of the police force, to ac- 
count for some of the clubbing in front of the 
courthouse yesterday will be made. The situa- 
tion at Tipperary today is much more tranquil 
than yesterday. The streets are still thronged 
with people whoseem to be laboring under 
suppressed excitement, but there has been no 
collision with the police. The authorities are 
taking special precautions to guard against the 
possibility of an outbreak. A detachment of 
soldiers is assisting the police in maintaining 
order. The space in front of the courthouse is 
held by a strong guard, and both soldiers and 
police are patrolling the streets. 

DELAYING THE TRIAL. 
The session of court for the trial of the con- 
spiracy cases was of short duration this morn- 
ing. When the hour for opening came, the 
presiding magistrate announced that it would 
be impossible to go on with the case this morn- | 
ing, as the judge of the country court required 
the building. It would be necessary, there- 
fore, to adjourn further proceedings until the 
afternoon. 
Before the magistrate could declare the 
court adjourned, Timothy Healy sprang to his 
feet and in the name of the defendant entered 
an earnest protest against adjournment for the 
reason given. It wasnot right, he urged, that 
magistrates in such a case should suit their 
actions to the convenience of the country court. 
The judge of that tribunal should be the one 
to yield, instead of insisting on his rights in 
the premises. Men had been brought to Tip- 
perary far from their homes fortrial. They 
had the right to expect that the trial would 
be as expeditious as possible. It was becorn- 
ing more and more manifest, Mr. Healy 
declared, that the defendants were being 
treated with every discourtesy the authorities 
could devise. 

Mr. Healy’s protest was unavailing. As 
soon as he resumed his seat, court was ad- 
journed until the afternoon. 

When the Tipperary court reopened in the 
afternoon, Mr. Ronan proceeded with the 
statement of the crown’s case against the 
accused.

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FOUR MURDERERS 


ARE AT PRESENT IN THE BIBB 
COUNTY JAIL, 


Where They Are Awaiting the Hangman’s 
Noose—A Remarkable Collection 
of Red-Handed Life-Takers. 


Macox, Ga., September 26.—[Special.J— 
§Vill Bethea, who murdered Mr. Bob Raiford 
in Johuson county a short time ago, was tried 
at Wrightsville yesterday and was brought to 
the Bibb jail today for safe-keeping. 

Bethea was found guilty and was sentenced 
to haug on September 7th next. He is a negro, 
about twenty-five years old. The only com- 
ment he had to make about the matter was 
that he didn't have a fair trial. Raiford was a 


well-known railroadman and lumber inspector. 


He ordered Bethea todo some work. Bethea 
becaine angry, went and gota gun and shot 
Raiford. 

Besides Bethea, there are two other murder- 
ers in the Bibb jail under sentence of death. 
One is the notorious Tom Woolfolk, and the 
other is the negro Sam Snellings from Ran- 
dolph county. 

There are on an_ average from 
thirty-five to fifty prisoners in the 
Bibb jail all the time and Jailer Bird- 
song has entire and sole charge of them. He 
is allowed nohelp. Heis doubtless the only 
jailer in the state who has to take charge alone 
of so many prisoners and three of them under 
sentence of death. There is not a better and 
more faithful jaijJer in the state of Georgia.

SENTATIVE OF NORTH CAROLINA, 


Wemporarily Disabled in Consequence of a 
Fall Sustained While Getting Up 
From His Bed. 


About ninety years old. 

That's the age of an ancient gentleman hail- 
ing from North Carolina, who arrived Thurs- 
day night via the Marietta and North Georgia 
xailroad from Blue Ridge, Fannin county. 

Mr. Hiram King took quarters at the Bristo} 
house, on Loyd street, between Decatur and 
Wall! streets, accompanied by his son and 
daugiiter. 

During the night, about 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning, he got up from his bed, almost un- 
consciously, and fell tothe floor, sustaining 
slight injuries inthe abdominal region, as 
well as in the frontal and temporal parts of 
his head. The patriarchal-looking gentleman 
is almost entirely blind and deaf. 

He had just come from a rural place, about 
twenty miles west from Blue Ridge, north 
Georgia, where he had been staying for some 
time with one of his (widow) daughters—in re- 
marka'ly good health, considering his yery ad- 
yanced age. 

He was bornin a place then belonging to 
Buncouibe county, North Carolina, but now 
forming a part of Henderson county—just dur- 
ing the last spasmodic throes of the French 
reyolution—1792, when Napoleon’s star began 
to rise with comet-like brilliancy in the eastern 
skies. 

Hie never was in a war—neither in the war 
of 1812, nor in the war with the Cherokees, nor 
in the Mexican war, much less in the bloody 
civil war. 

He cnce practiced medicine without having 
gone tlirough a course of medical school train- 
ing, but, although not theoretically acquainted 
with the principles and mysteries of the medi- 
cal sciences, he apparently reached an age far 
beyond that of a regular .Zsculapian, which is 
at best seventy or seventy-five years. 

All the medical assistance he has just now, 
is in the person of one of his daughters, who, 
with the glittering snow of seventy years on 
her vencrable head, claims to be a physician 
herseif, and who attends her long-lived father 
with truly filial devotion. 

Mr. Iiiram King was never seriously sick; 
always took one teaspoonful of whisky in his 
coffee, aud smoked the Nicotine weed not only 
with re.ish, but apparently without any injury 
whatever to his robust constitution. 

One strange physiological phenomenon de- 
serves 10 be mentioned in this connection. 

Although with the hoary wintry frosts of 
well nizh ninety years on his head, his capil- 
lary adornment is changing color—the hair on 
his temples turning slightly black and that in 
the occipital regions assuming a reddish hue. 

And this sturdy representative of the tar 
and ros'n producing state says that his sister 
was a grandmother of Georgia’s great journ- 
alist and orator, H. Woodtin Grady.

This is manifestly unfair. It is not to be 
expected that there will be no trouble among 
the ranks of a great order numbering more 
than 200,000 members. There never was 
an army that did not have hangers-on whose 
deeds of plunder and pillage were a disgrace 
to civilization. Butis this a good reason 
for saying that there should be no armies? 
There are evils attending every great contest, 
every movement for reform, every united 
and co-operative effort for protection, either 
against the trespass of force and arms or 
the extortion of those great and powerful 
persons and corporations who grind the face 
of the pocr until they are forced to give 
them better treatment. 

The increasing tendency toward the con- 
centration of money and: power in the hands 
of the few is one of the greatest dangers to 
society, and the best means of resisting it is 
to be found in the organization and enlight- 
enment of the-masses. During thiscentury 
the concentration of wealth and power in 
the hands of the few has gone on at a rate 
which it is alarming to contemplate. The 
momentum of this concentrated power seems 
to make it easier of accumulation, and the 
increase goes on in geometrical ratio, Un- 
checked by the reform movements now in 
their incipiency, this tendency to concentra- 
tion would soon grind our democracy to 
powder, and leave the masses laboring under 
a despotism worse than that of Russia, 

But happily there has grown up at the 
same time another tendency, which is des- 
tined to be its antidote for concentrated 
power. This corrective tendency is the 
genius of organization, organization of the 
masses. All over the world it is fighting the 
fight of the poor and the oppressed; in 
down-trodden Ireland, where the co-opera- 
tive work of the plan of campaign is rais- 
ing the tenant class from the slough of de- 
spond; among the agricultural people of 
America, who are rising up to throw off the 
burdens of an unequal governmental policy, 
and fo the ranks of laboring men all over 
the world, the young giants of organization 
are growing to formidable proportions. 

These organizations must create bitterness, 
for they mt go through a struggle before 
anything can “e accomplished; offense must 
needs come, but their full power having been 
felt, they will comn:end respect, and then 
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the natural order of things. The world 
cannot be perpetually at war, and hence, 
from the sheer financial weight of the great 
armaments now carried by European nations, 
they are being driven toward the theory and 
ultimately to the practice of international 
arbitration. So it will be with the wars of 
industry. The pressure there is even more 
crievous to be borne, and the era of arbitra- 
tion will come the sooner.

Philadelphia capitalists have recently organized 
acompany for the development of Cedartown, 
Ga., under the style of the Cedartown Land Im- 
provement Company.

It is crossed by two 
competitive railroad systems, andis within six 
miles of the East Tennessee system. Within the 
past four years the population of the town has 
grown from 800 to 3,500. It is the aim of the com- 
pany to develop the property of the town and in- 
duce manufacturing industries to settlé there. It 
is also a part of the plan to foster emigration of a 
good character, and to aid minor manufacturing 
enterprises that may be started.

AND ARE BUSY, 


Cotten Men Have Gone to Work—The Crop 
Is Moving Fartiecr Than Usual—RKains 
Iiave Done Much Damage. 

Cotton is coming In. 

The railroads are putting on extra freight 
drains fo move the ereyp, the farmers are send- 
ing it in by the wagen lead, and the cotton 
men have their hands full. 

Around the compresses there is a lively 
scene of business and confusion, and din of 
escaping steam, of hustling tracks, and shout- 
ing laborers tells in no mistaken accent that 
the fleecy staple is pouring into Atlanta with 
a rush. 

The season has opened in full blast. 

All of the warehouses in the city are becom- 
ing full of cotton, and the compresses are alive 
with their work. 

Coiton men, who have been loitering lazily 
on the streets, or whiling away their leisure at 
some resort place, have gone back to their 
desks, and taken off their coats for a season of 
hard work. 

THE CROP MOVES EARLY. 

Dr. Turner, the superintendent of the com- 
press down at the Central railroad, says the 
crop is moving earlier this season than usual. 

“The season has come earlier than last 
year, and cotion Is coming to Atlanta in such 
quantities that bespeak an abundant crop. 

“You can see by our reports up to date that 
we have received about §,000 bates:

“The crade of the crop opened fairly good,”’ 
remarked a prominent sampler yesterday. 

“Since these late rains, however, the quality 
will be certain to fall, The grade will be low 
until sun shines hot and makes’ more 
cotton open. All of that which was in the 
field during these rains has been injured to a 
considerable extent. 

“The grade has averaged fair, however, up 
to date, and I think it will got better just as 
soon as this equinoctial storm ceases.’’ 

DAMAGE OF THE RAIN. 

Mr. Sanders, with S. M. Inman & Co., 
thinks that the rains have done considerable 
damage to the cotton that was open in tho 
fields. : 

‘I don’t think that the quantity has been cut 
short,’’ said he yesterday. ‘‘I believe that the 
yield will be greater this year than last with- 
out doubt, because the acreage is greater, and 

he seasons have been good all the year. 

“But the late rains have ddéne much damage 
to the farmers by injuring the: quality of 
cotton. 

“IT should say that the price has been. re- 
duced from # to 4 a cent, and this would 
amount to a good deal if the rains iast long. 
There was not much wind with the rains, and 
that has been something to be thankful for. 
The cotton has not been beaten out of the boil 
on the ground, asit would have been had 
there been much wind. 

“The only damage done is that of discolor- 
ing and staining the cotton.”’ 

Mr. Nicholson, of the firm of Maddox & 
Rucker, says there has been a very great 
damage cone to the fields. 

“The trouble is that there was so much cot- 
ton in the fields, and coming as the rain did, 
just after a spell of warm sunshine, it caught 
the fields in a condition to be seriously 
damaged. 

“If the winter doesn’t come on too soon, the 
yield will be greater, however, than it was last 
year.”’ :

REY, SAM SMALL 


LECTURES TO ALARGE AUDIENCE AT 
THE GUARD'S ARMORY. 


He Discusses Prohibition Questions in His 
Usual Forcible Manner, and Enter- 
tains the Audience Hugely. 


At7 :30 o’clock a large audience was assem- 
bled in the Gate City Guards armory. 

Every seat in the auditorium was occupied 
and the gallery was crowded. 

Rev. Sam W. Small arrived at 6 0’clock in 
the afternoon from Philadelphia, and although 
worn out with the long ride, he was on hand 
promptly, and occupied a seat on the stage. 

The exercises of the evening were opened 
with the rendition of the hymn ‘‘Coronation,” 
followed by prayer. 

Mr. A, A. Murphey introduced Mrs. W. C. 

Sibley, who delivered a most eloquent address 
in behalf of the cause advocated by the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 
_ Her speech was a stirring appeal tothe ad- 
vocates of the temperance cause, and she was 
interrupted from time to time with round after 
round of hearty applause. 

Mr. Murphey then introduced Rev. Sam W. 
Small, who arose amid enthusiastic applause 
and began his lecture. 

A NAMELESS LECTURE. 

In his peculiarly forcible and eloquent man- 
ner, Rey. Mr. Small launched at once into the 
subject. 

It was a nameless lecture, 

Or, rather, a prohibition address. 

Sut none the less interesting, and perhaps 
this distinguished temperance orator and 
evangelist never in all his life delivereda 
more impressive address toa more apprecia- 
tive audience. 

He spoke of the noble words that had just 
been uttered by the state president of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, and 
said that it would bo almost.a work of super- 
erogation to make any further appeal. 

Nevertheless, feeling as he said, a great re- 
sponsibility in the matter of entertaining the 
delegates to the coming convention of the 
National Woman’s Temperance Union, he de- 
sired to raise his voice in support of the good 
work. 

He spoke of the manner in which the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union camo to be invited to hold the next an- 
nual convention in Atlanta. He told how the 
leading men of the state, including the Geor- 
gia legisiature, had signed the invitation, and 
spoke of how the union had put aside many 
other inyitations forthe sake of coming to 
Atlanta, the very name of which is a synonym 
of hospitality. 

He alluded to the numerous conventions of 
a national character that have met here ip 
time past, and pointed out the good work that 
had ever resulted from such conventions. 

As an illustration, he pointed to the beauti- 
ful Yorng Men’s Christian Association buiid- 
ing, which has attracted to its halls and 
pariors the flower of Atlanta youth, and has 
accomplished so much good in that way.

He said that ho was one of the best recog- 
nized ‘‘cranks’’ in the country today, and he 
thanked God on his knees, three times a day, 
that he wds the sober, God-fearing crank that 
he is.

“And many old red-nosed topers, every old 
bloated loafer, every beef-necked . barkeeper 
and every pot-bellied brewer in the country 
ratified that decision.

It 
hada mighty hard time, they said, ‘while it 
was living, and now itis dead.’ Thoy brought 
out crape to put on the door, and they wero 
really very sympathetic.

“But they have found out that the original 
packago is dead, and one of the liveliest things 
in the world isthe thing called prohibition.”’ 

Iteferring to the agitation of the question, 
he said: ‘‘We preachers keep the devil 
stirred up, and the women keep the balance of 
the country stirred up, so that the good work 
is moving along nobly.” 

“A groat many people say,”’ said he, ‘“‘that 
prohibitionis a niighty grand thing if we 
could only have it all over the country. When 
they got so that we can banish it from the 
country; then Iam with them. What do we 
want with the sap-headed fools then.” 

Illustrating the staying qualities of the 
temperance people, the speaker told one of 
his best anecdotes. 

WHO SWUNG THE PICK? 

There was a certain Irishman who was very 
anxious to have the United States go to war 
with Great Britain. After harping on the 
question until he got himself up to a fever 
heat, he decided to go down to the navyyard 
and examine into the capacity of this country 
for marine warfare. 

He walked about the yard until he came to 
a great, big anchor, ten or twelve foet high, and 
he stopped and gazed upon it in simple wonder. 
Just then the guard came along and said:

to realize those things. 

“Whenever you find one of those old red 
nosed, flannel-mouthed loafers hanging around 
defending the saloons and the liquor traffic, 
there you will find a ‘temperance man.’

TWO WRECKS, 


AW. AND A. PASSENGER TRAIN AND 
AG. P. FREIGHT TRAIN. 


Fireman Richard McClain Killed in the 
Wreck at MclIvors, and the En- 
gineer Painfully Hurt. 


Between 3 and 4 o’clock yesterday morn 
ing the first intelligence of a fatal accident on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad reached 
Atlanta. 

The news was in the form of a telegram to 
Mr. Dave Wyly, yardmaster of the road, sent 
from Smyrna, a station afew miles this side of 
Marietta. 

Fireman Richard McClain was killed out- 
right in the accident, and Engineer Clifford 
Adamson only escaped by jumping from his 
engine at the first warning. He was cut and 
bruised somewhat about the face and head, 
but not seriously hurt. 

The train which was wrecked was the out- 
bound passenger traid which left Atlanta at 
fifteen minutes past 11 o’clock Thursday 
night. The accident happened: at McIvors 
station, just bevond the Chattahoochee river, 
about midnight. 

No. 11, the passenger train which was 
wrecked, does not stop at MclIvors station, 
and a switch left open there was the cause of 
the accident. 

The stationis on a curve and when the 
train passed at fall speed on to this curve and 
struck the open switch things were in a chaos 
in a twinkling. 

The engine jumped the track, pulling after 
it the baggage car, express car, mail car and 
the second-class coach. 

All were violently overturned, and the 
wonder is that the fatality was not greater. An 
embankment just at the point where the 
catastrophe occurred added to the danger and 
demolition of the train. 

When he realized the dangerous position he 
was in, Engineer Adamson jumped from his 
machine, and that just in the nick of time. 
Fireman McClain attempted to follow, but 
before he could carry out his purpose he was 
hurled beneath the dismantled ruins of the 
engine and cars. He died almostimmediately. 

The mail clerks and expressmen also 
jumped from their cars. Mr. M. J. 
Conley, one of the mail agents, sus- 
tained very painful and serious injury in the 
crash. He was cut and bruised in several 
places upon his body, and altogether was badly 
hurt. 

The passengers were all more or less shaken 
up and frightened, but none were hurt. 

Mr. W.H. Turner, penitentiary guard, was 

in the second-class coach, in charge of three 
negro conyicts whom he was taking to the 
mines, but neither he nor his prisoners were 
injured. 
P=. As soon as a messengorcould be dispatched 
to Smyrna, the nearest telegraph station, 
which was several miles distant, the 
tnews of the wreck was telegraphed 
o Atlanta. A wrecking train was made up as 
soon as possible, but it was 4 o’clock before it 
could be started for the scene of the catas- 
trophe. 

The passengers were compelled to make the 
best of their situation, and bunked in the 
coaches all night until the train from Chaita- 
nooga came up, when they were transfcrred. 

All trains on the road wers delayed until 
yesterday afternoon, the schedule not being 
resumed util the 1:50 train reached Atlanta. 

Fireman McCiain’s body was brought to the 
city and prepared for burial by Wylie & Bar- 
clay. 

Richard McClain was about twenty-cicht 
years old, a married man and’ the father of 
two bright little children. His home was at 
Coleman station, on the line of the Western 
and Atlantic road. He was one of the. best 
men on the road, and besides boing a faithful, 
honest worker, was@a@ man held high in the 
esteem of his employers and his fellow-work- 
men. 

His body was taken to his home at Coleman 
for burial.

MERCHANTS’ DAY. 


THE COMMITTEE’S SESSION AT THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Many Plans Discussed, but the Meeting Ad- 
journs Without Deciding on Any of 
Them—What Was Done. 


The meeting of the various committees to 
work up a programme for Merchants’ Day at 
the exposition was held in the chamber of com- 
merce yesterday. 

The meeting was called to order by Major D. 
N. Speer. 

Captain A. J. West stated that the meeting 
had been called for the purpose of arriving at 
some definite conclusion about the programme 
of entertainment for Merchants’ Day at Pied- 
mont exposition. 

“Among the various plans, hitherto dis- 
cussed,’* said Captain West, “thave been those 
to have a barbecue, a banquet, a pageant and 
other entertainments. At the last meeting 
committees were appointed to write to mer- 
chants all over this section of Georgia in every 
line of trade, asking their presence on the 
grounds that day 

‘‘We are here to further discuss these plans 
that have been mentioned, and to take some 
definite action with regard to them.”’ 

Major Speer stated that a committee had 
already been appointed to look after securing 
railroad tickets to be sent to the merchants all 
over this section of the state, it being believed 
that arrangements could be made with the 
roads to get these tickets for almost a song. 

Mr. L. H. Beck: “Iam not in favor of, 
having a barbecue. I never knew a barbecue 
to be held but that it turned out to be a rainy 
day and everybody got drenched. We want 
something better than a barbecue, something 
more becoming Atlanta’s proverbial hospi- 
tality.’’ 

Dr. Spalding: ‘I think we ought to get the 
free tickets if possible, have fireworks, give 
free admission tickets to the visiting mer- 
chants, and let each man take one or more of 
them home with him, and treat him royally 
under his own rooftree. What could be more 
enjoyable, what more courteous, what more 
becoming our modest means ?”’ 

Major Speer spoke about the plan to send 
out beautiful invitations to the merchants, 
asking them to come to the entertainment in 
store on the exposition gronnds. 

Mr. Phil Haralson was in favor of §having 
Merchants’ Day and Drummers’ Day united. 

Mr. Gregg urged the adoption of a pro- 
gramme that would be well up to Atlanta’s 
measure of dignity and hospitality. He said 
such an entertainment would cost from $10,000 
to $20,000, and he thought the merchants 
should get up such a fund. 

Nothing definite was done by the meeting, 
however, except the hearing of further dis- 
cussions from the different merchants present, 
who had differing ideas about the programme 
suitable for Merchants’ Day. 

The Old Trezevant Claim. 

The settlement of the old Trezevant claim 
closes an interesting story. 

Peter Trezevant was a merchant of Char- 
leston, S.C. During the war ofthe revolu- 
tion he furnished supplies to the Georgia 
troops. When the war was over the new fed- 
eral government assumed the certain debts of 
the separate states, but by some oversight this 
debt of Georgia was not incinded in the ‘‘as- 
sumption act.” 

Afterwards it was 
state of Georgia to the Trezevant 
heirs; and then steps were taken 
to have the United States pay back this 
amount to the state. In 1558 Colonel James 
Green, of Milledgeville, was by a joint resolu- 
tion of the general assembly appointed agent 
of the state in this matter. The war came on 
before the matter was settled. 

In 1883 congress passed an act allowing the 
claim to the state. The treasurer refused to 
pay the amount direct, and insisted that Geor- 
gia should merely be credited with the amount 
on the direct levy due bythe state to the 

United States, as her quota of the expense of 
the war. 

The matter was carried into 
the court of clain?s and it was there decided 
that the money should be paid direct. 

The amount, $35,555.52, is an item in the 
present deficiency appropriation act of con- 
gress. 

Colonel Green, who has been working in 
the state’s interest for so long, is again 
appointed the state’s agent to receive the 
money from tho treasurer. One-fourth of the 
amount goes to him as a well-earned fee. 

Two More State Depositories. 

The People’s Savings bank, of Rome, and 
the Bank of Milledgeville were yesterday 
named as state depositories by executive order, 
under authority of an act passed in 1879.
